HE Elector of Bavaria’s Manifefto lately 
publifh’d and printed in 4 Sheets, con- 
tains in Subftanee, ‘ Firft, A Complaint

é extorting Contributions, Burning his Country,Mur- 
‘ ders, and committing Ourrages and Scandals even 
‘ jn the Churches ; and thence infinuating that he 
‘rook up Arms in his own Defence, (rightfully ac- 
‘cording to the Law of Nature,) which have hi- 
therto been attended with the Bleiling of the Al- 
‘mighty. He denies his having had any Defign (as 
‘the Houfe of Auftria fpread abroad) of joyning 
¢ with France ro atrack the Empire : And avers that 
‘he left the Netherlands, and retir’d to his own 
‘ Country, purely to keep himfelf out of this New 
‘ War, and to joyn his Endeavours with thofe of the 
‘ Circles of Swabia and. Franconia (as.they defir'd 
‘ him) firmly to eftablifh the Peace obtain’d by the 
¢ Treaty of Ryfwick. He adds, That the Minifters 
* of the Crown of France,having not only by Memo- 
‘ rials but verbally reprefented to the Diet, at Ratis- 
* bon and the Circles of the’Empire, that their Ma- 
‘ fter was difpos’d to keep the Treaty of Ryfwick 
‘inviolably ; ,and the Circles in their Anfwers ex- 
‘ preding a like Difpofition; he had conformably 


6 declar’d on the fide of France, and entred into a 


‘ Treaty with that Crown. Ic had been to be with’d 
‘(he fays) that the Imperial Court, when they be- 


“gan the War in Italy for the Succeifion to the 


‘ Spanith Monarchy, had had the*Confent of the

‘when they declar’d againft the Dukes of Savoy

‘and Franconia (without waiting for the Refolu-
